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When we came into the halls of Rutland High School, we entered as 
no other freshman class has ever done: for we came with picks and shovels, 
like all forty-niners, and began to stake our claims We found that the pros- 
pecting was not so good as expected, because the earlier settlers had managed 
to discover the best territories Immediately, headquarters learned that there 
was an insufficient number of hitching posts for our wagons, which caused 
quite a parking problem, and turmoil was the keynote of our first day. 

In order to keep the claims from being over-crowded, the new wave of 
prospectors was urged to stake out claims in some of the extra-curricular 
activities, which were soon organized. 

Football was the first territory to be opened for claims, and we can well 
remember the first game with Windsor, when Dick Clifford, Roy Plumley, 
Paul Horton. Pal'Li Edgerton, and two gigantic ball-toters, Marty Martin and 
Jim Vennett, all got their share of a very muddy gridiron. 

We all tossed our shovels into the ring at election time, and Dick Martin 
was elected president, Marge Perkins, vice president, and Pat Dolan, secretary 
and money-handler 

For prospectors, we were quite musical, with nine jVly-HnitTs entering 
the band, eight going into the orchestra, and many more signing up as vocalists.

We suspended panning operations for a short while when the rivers 
froze over, and, in order to while away the time, we entered into one of the 
highlights of the year, the production of HMS Pvaafert which starred Tom Pease 
and Bob Will son. 

The appearance of spring brought many hopes to the now tired (t'rty- 
hhiiTs, but the only territory with good hunting grounds was Track Many 
of us became members of the team, with Dave Roe striking gold in the form 
of a track letter, which was the only letter awarded to a freshman 

When we returned from our long summer vacation, vve were delighted 
to find that the seniors had relinquished their claims, which gave us a much 
better assortment from which to choose. 

Several of our pencil-wielders joined the ranks of the Rul and White, 
and Marge Perkins and Bev Lash became varsity cheerleaders, and recipients 
of that trip to Boston with the state championship basketball team. 

During our first year we were unable to find any gold; so we staked claims 
on a movie, which turned out to be our first strike, and the heginmng of our 
gold reserve. 

Head-prospectors for our sophomore year were Marge Perkins, Bob Beau- 
champ, and Pat Dolan, who took the reins as president, vice president, and 
secretary-treasurer, respectively. 
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Coach Douglas again looked to the /oriy-muivs, and this year they managed 
to locate a state championship trophy, which pleased them to the extent that 
they had to have it, with the result that several of us received letters 

Directing operations for our junior year was the governing trio of Miller, 
Edgerton, and Pat Dolan. 

As usual, football got off to an early start, and the efforts of Dick Clifford, 
Roy Plumley, Jim Vennett, Paul Horton, John Edgerton, and Tom Pease were 
sufficient to earn letters 

At first it seemed like a shovel handle, but it turned out to be the golden 
baton that Pat Dolan was wielding during the Halves, along with Bev Reed, 
Kay Hansen, and Rosie Flanders 

Long exercise with mining implements evidently developed a very 
sensitive funny-hone, or else the Raider athletes found some hidden talent 
when they put on the World Premiere of the A A Revue for '48. 

Although the cold winter air made the ground so hard that prospecting 
was impossible, only une (crty-mikr was present in the starting line-up for 
the hoop season, but Dave Roe was right in the center of the team 

Marge Perkins and her associates directed the operations for our junior 
Prom, which, even though trackmen were excused early, was one of the best 
dances of the year 

The spring weather beckoned to the track team, and again Coach Douglas 
found that the "miners" would form the nucleus of the squad, including pick- 
polisher, EaVii Miller With a perfect record throughout the season, the 
Raiders were tied by Burlington in the state meet, and ended up as co- 
champions. 

All of the success of the track team was not due to Mr Douglas, sur- 
priMnglv enough, for Coach Flaitz's baseball outfit managed to keep the track- 
men on their toes during practice, with the help of a tew hard-hit line drives, 
while their season's record earned them a berth in the championship game 
with Burlington, where they were defeated, Dick Clifford, Rip Kellogg, 
Paul Horton, Bill Thomas, and Don Peer, Manager, kept the fortf'niners well 
represented on this half of the great spring-time rivalry 

It was a big day for the Roe twins, George Miller, and George Peck 
when they unearthed some membership certificates in the National Honor 
Society, early in April 

At one of our last assemblies, twenty-six of the fertytmers were selected 
to be policemen for our village, with Bev Gibbs as the Chief 

Tom Pease found his educated pencil, and jotted down some ideas which 
developed into a pnze-w inning essay, and earned a scholarship to the Uni- 
versity of Vermont. Close behind him in the receiving line was Jim White, 
who gained fame as the recipient of the Harvard Book Award 

Mixing vacation with education, several '49-ers went prospecting at 
Girls' State and Boys' State, and Dave Roe was elected governor of the 
latter. 
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School got under way again in September, and we embarked on our 
fourth and final year. Dick Roe, while directing the operations of the Stu- 
dent Council, discovered that the senior class was without a governing 
officer.

When Jim Vennett began his preparations for the Freshman Reception, 
he found our gold supply rather low, in fact, it wasn't even there However, 
the Reception was excellent, and the Greemes were formally accepted into 
our society. 

The gridiron calls of DiJo Flaitz summoned a state championship team, 
composed of a majority of '49-ers, who suffered only one setback in capturing 
the state championship, and along with it, the city championship. Vennett, 
Kellogg, Clifford, and Plumley carried RHS right into the All-State line-ups. 

Before the football season was completed, plans were being formulated 
for our production of Junior Miss, which starred Pat Hubbard, Marge Perkins, 
Roy Plumley, and jack Schremly. The production struck gold, and increased 
our treasury considerably. 

With thfc basketball season underway, we again searched for our seniors , 
but we found only two. Captain Dave Roe and Johnny Baldwin. A good 
season's record gave them a Tournament berth, but before they could bring 
any honors back to headquarters, the ski team, with one senior, Captain 
George Peck, returned carrying the Runner-up trophy from a very close 
state ski championship. So as not to be outdone, the hoopsters went ahead 
and won the Southern Vermont Tourney, only to be defeated in the state 
championship. 

Having realized that we were accomplishing something at R. H S-, 
we decided that we should have a record of it all, and Kay Hansen and Jean 
Johnson were elected to direct operations for our yearbook, Tlic Talisman. 

Jean fohnson stepped to the fore as Good Citizenship Girl, just before 
our all-male National Honor Society met, and inducted Pat Hubbard, Dick 
Martin, Roy Plumley, Jack Schremly, Faye Russell, and Carolyn Sharp into 
their ranks. 

As the big presses start to turn, the formal record of our life at R. H. S. 
must come to a close, and we shall soon depart on our life's journey, but the 
past four years, with their many memorable happenings, will be with us 
always,
